In  accordance  with  the  Memorandum  of  the  Local  Government  Board  I make 
the  following  short  Statement  of  the  Natural  and  Social  Conditions  of  the 
District. 


The  Geological  Strata  in  the  Isle  of  Wight  are  in  the  following 
descending  order : 

Alluvium 

Hemstead,  Bembridge, 

Osborne  and  Headon  Beds 

Barton 

Bracklesham  or  Bagshot 
Reading  Beds 
London  Clay 

Chalk,  Upper  Green  Sand 
Gault,

Along  the  Middle  of  the  Island  frc 
Coast,  run  roughly  parallel  ranges  of  High  Chalk  Downs. 

The  Cretaceous  Strata  in  the  Isle  of  Wight  has  been  subjected  at  some 
remote  period  to  enormous  pressure  which  has  bulged  it  upwards,  so  that 
each  bed  appears,  when  seen  in  North  and  South  Section,  to  have  the  form 
of  an  Arch. 

This  is  traversed  in  the  centre  by  a fault  running  in  a North  and  South 
direction,  thus  forming  the  Valley  of  the  Medina  River,  the  same  thing  having 
occurred  further  West  in  the  River  Yar  Valiev. 

The  Northern  Slope  of  the  Arch  is  covered  and  entirely  concealed  by  the 
latter  Tertiary  Beds.  The  Cliffs  along  shore  at  Cowes  and  on  towards 
Gurnard  show  broken  crumbling  Earth,  the  Strata  lying  nearly  horizontally 
and  consisting  of  the  Headon  Beds  with  occasional  bands  of  Freshwater 
lime  stone.

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The  population  at  the  Census  of  1911  was  4659. 

The  estimated  population  in  1913  is  5071. 

The  number  of  inhabited  houses  is  1100,  thus  giving  an  average  of 
4'2  persons  per  house. 


The  Town  has  been  practically  rebuilt  in  the  last  three  or  four  years  to 
meet  the  increasing  need  for  Artizans’  dwellings,  the  older  houses  in  the  lower 
part  of  the  town  being  quite  inadequate  to  meet  the  demand. 


The  chief  industry  in  the  town  is  Ship  Building  and  Boat  Building. 


In  conjunction  with  Dr.  Walker,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the 
County,  I have  visited  the  County  Council  Schools  : — 


The  new  buildings  in  Grange  Road  being  now  up  to  date  in  the  matter 
of  glazed  walls,  block  floors,  ventilation,  lavatory  accommodation  and  ample 
water  supply,  have  been  great  factors  in  checking  the  spread  of  infectious 
diseases  and  improving  the  general  health  of  the  children.  Special  visits  have 
been  paid  in  connection  with  Ringworm  and  Pink  Eye  Epidemics. 


The  Cottage  Hospital  has  done  good  work  in  connection  with  the  health 
of  the  Children. 


By  the  bounty  of  Messrs.  J.  S.  White  & Co’s.  Employees,  we  have  a 
Children’s  Ward  and  an  up-to-date  X Ray  and  Therapeutical  Electrical  Plant. 
A large  number  of  Children’s  diseases  have  been  treated,  especially  Adenoids 
and  J onsils  and  X Ray  treatment. 


Apropos  of  X Ray  Diagnosis  and  Therapeutical  Electrical  Treatment, 
ma}'  I mention  that  such  work  has  been  liberally  given  hitherto  to  the  Patients 
on  the  National  Insurance  Panel,  by  the  Cowes  Cottage  Hospital. 


The  work  is  very  costly  and  necessitates  expert  knowledge.  I suggest, 
that  the  State,  through  the  National  Insurance  Committee,  might  be 
approached  to  consider  the  advisability  of  appointing  a Salaried  Official  for 
the  Island  to  meet  the  growing  need  for  this  special  work,  which  is  quite 
outside  the  duties  of  the  ordinary  general  practitioner 


This  is  thrown  out  as  a suggestion  and  I am  quite  cognizant  of  the 
necessity  of  thoroughly  considering  the  details. 


These  could  l:e  arranged  either  by  a Public  Body  or  a Private  Person 
who  had  the  necessary  Electrical  Plant. 
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House  Accommodation. 


The  matter  has  been  under  consideration  all  the  year,  more  or  less,  and 
there  have  been  two  inspections  of  the  older  houses  in  the  lower  part  of  the 
Town  by  Officials  from  the  Local  Government  Board. 

No  active  measures  have  been  taken,  though  various  schemes  have  been 
discussed. 

The  matter  is  apparently  in  abeyance. 


Overcrowding. 

No  cases  have  been  reported. 


Sewage  and  Drainage. 


The  main  sewer  empties  into  the  river  Medina  at  the  Floating  Bridge 
below  low  water  mark.  There  are  many  other  houses  by  the  river  side 
drained  directly  into  the  river,  and  there  are  two  other  sewers,  one  near  the 
Gas  Works,  the  other  near  Mr.  Marvin’s  Ship  Yard,  emptying  into  the  river. 


The  surface  water  empties  near  the  Floating  Bridge. 

The  sewage  is  untreated. 

The  reckless  pollution  of  the  rivers  all  round  the  coast  is  regrettable,  and 
where  fish,  shell  or  otherwise,  are  taken  from  such  waters  and  sold  for  food, 
it  is  a serious  risk  to  the  public  health.  Only  by  concerted  action  of  all 
towns  on  the  banks  of  rivers  can  any  remedy  be  effectual. 


In  the  case  of  East  Cowes,  sewage  works  would  necessitate  a pumping 
plant,  as  there  is  practically  no  fall,  the  sewer  running  in  the  lower  levels 
parallel  to  the  river. 


The  houses  in  High  Street,  Castle  Street,  and  in  the  lower  part  of  York 
Avenue,  are  liable  to  flooding  at  high  tides.  Those  in  the  lower  part  of  York 
Avenue  are  worse  off  than  those  in  High  Street,  as  the  flood  water  in  the 
former  comes  up  through  the  sewer. 


House  Refuse. 

House  refuse  is  collected  under  a contract  with  Mr.  Warne  and 
carted  out  of  the  district.

Dear  Sir, 

I have  obtained  the  following  result  on  the  examination  of  the  water  sample  submitted  to  me. 

Organisms  growing  at  room  temperature  680  per  cc. 

„ „ 37°  C 8 per  cc. 

The  colon  bacillus  was  absent  in  10  c.c.  of  the  water  and  B.  Welchii  was  not  present  in  20  cc.  of 
the  water  examined. 

The  organisms  capable  of  liquifying  gelatine  were  not  numerous. 

With  the  exception  of  the  number  of  organisms  growing  at  room  temperature  the  above  report 
is  satisfactory.  This  number  of  organisms  per  cc.  casts  some  suspicion  on  the  water  and  before  such  a 
water  should  be  used  for  drinking  purposes  further  examinations  should  be  made.

The  Specimen  (East  Cowes  U.D.C.)  marked  East  Cowes  District  Council  received  on  15/7/13 
has  been  duly  examined,  and  I have  been  instructed  by  the  Directors  of  the  Laboratory  to  forward  the

Exactly  the  same  risks  exist,  as  to  possible  contarnination  by  surface 
impurities,  and  possible  failure  in  quantity. 
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The  last  resolution  passed  by  the  Council  was  to  the  effect  that  the 
matter  had  been  “thrashed  out  to  a pin  point”  and  that  no  further 
discussion  or  action  was  necessary. 

The  Council  have  decided  to  have  the  Water  analysed  every  three 
months. 


Bakehouses. 

There  are  no  underground  bake  houses  in  the  district.  The  Surveyor 
reports  all  in  good  condition. 


Cowsheds,  Dairies,  and  Milkshops.

Nuisances. 

A leakage  in  the  sewer  running  under  No.  8,  Jubilee  Terrace,  Adelaide 
Grove,  occupied  by  Mrs.  ("hooper,  necessitated  prompt  repairs  which  were 
carried  out  by  Mr.  Barton,  the  Surveyor.  The  ground  was  opened  up  and 
the  sewer  repaired  and  cemented  up. 

The  unsanitary  condition  of  the  garden  and  premises  occupied  by  Mrs. 
Iddes  ill  Cambridge  Road  was  notified  and  on  inspection  5 dogs,  7 cats,  and 
about  40  head  of  poultry  were  found  in  the  back  garden.  The  house  was 
dirty  and  the  smell  of  animals  and  fish  was  offensive. 

I believe  the  nuisance  was  somewhat  abated. 


Slaughter  Houses. 

I have  received  no  complaints. 


Infectious  Diseases. 

There  is  no  Isolation  Hospital  or  means  of  disinfecting  infected  bedding, 
clothes,  etc.  Where  such  accommodation  has  been  obtained  for  cases  in  the 
district,  it  has  been  a matter  of  arrangement  with  the  Council  and  other 
Authorities  as  in  the  recent  epidemic  of  diphtheria  in  igii  and  1912,  and  is 
liable  to  be  refused,  should  prior  claims  from  any  given  district  exist. 
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As  I have  repeatedly  pointed  out  it  is  only  by  combined  districts  that  the 
cost  of  erection  and  maintenance  of  effective  Isolation  Hospitals  is  possible 
for  small  urban  or  rural  districts.  Each  district  having  its  own  little 
Hospital  is  costly  and  ineffective,  as  accommodation  cannot  be  synchronously 
provided  for  various  different  zymotic  diseases.  In  the  event  of  epidemics  the 
whole  Hospital  is  given  over  to  one  disease  to  the  exclusion  of  all  others 
occurring  at  the  same  time.  The  following  diseases  have  occurred  in  the 
district  during  the  past  twelve  months  : 


Typhoid. 

One  case. 


Diphtheria. 

5 cases.  2 removed  to  the  Rural  District  Isolation  Hospital,  Newport, 
which  action  probably  checked  the  spread  of  the  disease. 


Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. 

6 cases  reported.  Of  these,  one  was  a resident  of  Portsmouth. 

2 cases  (East  Cowes)  went  to  the  Royal  Hospital  for  Consumption, 
Ventnor. 

2 cases  (hast  Cowes)  went  to  Ockley  Sanatorium,  Surrey. 


Other  Forms  of  Tubercular  Disease. 

5 cases  reported.  Of  these,  one  was  a resident  of  Cowes.  It  and  2 other 
cases  were  treated  in  the  Cottage  Hospital,  East  Cowes.  One  case  was  sent 
to  Ryde  hospital. 


From  the  Isle  of  Wight  County  Education  Committee  Schools,  per  Miss  R,  E,  Smith : 

1 case  of  Ringworm 
1 case  of  Chicken  Pox 
5 cases  of  Measles 

have  been  reported,  but  there  have  been  to  my  knowledge  many  cases  of 
Measles  which  have  not  been  brought  to  my  notice  officially. 


General  Remarks. 

The  year  has  been  a healthy  one. 

There  have  been  as  will  be  seen  only  27  cases  of  notihable  infectious 
Diseases,  and  only  a few  (7  notified)  of  other  Infectious  Diseases,  but  there 
have  been  several  of  the  latter  which  have  not  come  under  my  official  notice. 
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The  Statistical  Returns  for  Births  and  Deaths  compare  favourably  with 
other  years. 

There  is  a very  low  Death  rate  this  year,  the  nett  Deaths  working  out  at 
7 ’88  per  thousand. 

The  Infant  mortality  has  been  very  low,  only  six  infants  dying  under  one 
year  of  age. 

The  net  births  in  the  District  are  95,  only  two  of  whom  were 
illegitimate.

■Notes. — This  Table  is  arranged  to  show  the  gross  births  and  deaths  in  the  district,  and  the  births  and  deaths  properly  belonging 
to  it  with  the  corresponding  rates.  For  years  before  1911  some  of  the  corrected  rates  probably  will  not  be  available.  The  rates 
should  be  calculated  per  1000  of  the  estimated  gross  population.  In  a district  in  which  large  Public  Institutions  for  the  sick  or  infirm 
seriously  affect  the  statistics,  the  rates  in  Columns  5 and  13  may  be  calculated  on  a nett  population,  obtained  by  deducting  from  the 
estimated  gross  population  the  average  number  of  inmates  not  belonging  to  the  district  in  such  institutions. 

*In  Column  6 are  to  be  included  the  whole  of  the  deaths  registered  during  the  year  as  having  actually  occurred  within  the  district, 

In  Column  12  is  to  be  entered  the  number  in  Column  6,  corrected  by  subtraction  of  the  number  in  Column  8 and  by  addition  of 
fthe  number  in  Column  9.  Deaths  in  Column  10  are  to  be  similarly  corrected  by  subtraction  of  the  deaths  under  1,  included  in  the 
number  given  in  Column  8,  and  by  addition  of  the  deaths  under  1 included  in  the  number  given  in  Column  9. 

t The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  will  be  able  from  the  returns  made  to  him  by  the  local  Registrar  of  Deaths, 
as  well  as  from  the  quarterly  lists  furnished  by  the  Registrar-General,  to  fill  in  Column  8 in  accordance  with 
the  rule  in  the  next  paragraph  below.  The  Registrar-General,  either  directly  or  through  the  County  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  will  supply  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  with  the  particulars  of  deaths  to  be  entered  in 
Column  9;  and  all  such  deaths  must  be  included  in  this  Column,  unless  an  error  is  detected,  and  its  correction 
has  been  accepted  by  the  Registrar-General.  For  Column  4 the  Registrar-General  will  furnish  to  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  a Statement  of  the  number  of  births  needing  to  be  added  to  or  subtracted  from  the  total 
supplied  by  the  local  Registrar. 

J “ Transferable  Deaths”  are  deaths  of  persons  who,  having  a fixed  or  usual  residence  in  England  or 
Wales,  die  in  a district  other  thp.n  that  in  which  they  resided.  The  deaths  of  persons  without  fixed  or  usual 
residence,  e.g.,  casuals,  must  not  be  included  in  Columns  8 or  9,  except  in  certain  instances  under  3(6)  below.  The  jNledical  Otticei 
of  Health  will  state  in  Column  8 the  number  of  transferable  deaths  of  “non-residents”  which  are  to  be  deducted,  and  will  state  in 
‘Column  9 the  number  of  deaths  of  “ residents  ” registered  outside  the  district  which  are  to  be  added  in  calculating  the  nett  death-rate 
of  his  district. 

The  following  special  cases  arise  as  to  Transferable  Deaths  : — 


(1)  Persons  dying  in  Institutions  for  the  sick  or  infirm,  such  as  hospitals,  lunatic  asylums,  workhouses,  and  nursing  homes  (but 
not  almshouses)  must  be  regarded  as  residents  of  the  district  in  which  they  had  a fixed  or  usual  residence  at  the  time  of  admission. 
If  the  person  dying  in  an  Institution  had  no  fixed  residence  at  the  time  of  admission,  the  death  is  not  transferable.  If  the  patient 
has  been  directly  transferred  from  one  such  Institution  to  another,  the  death  is  transferable  to  the  district  of  residence  at  the  time  of 
admission  to  the  first  Institution. 


(2)  The  deaths  of  infants  born  and  dying  within  a year  of  birth  in  an  Institution  to  which  the  mother  was  admitted  for  her 
confinement  should  he  referred  to  the  district  of  fixed  or  usual  residence  of  the  parent. 

(3)  Deaths  from  Violence  are  to  he  referred  (a)  to  the  district  of  residence,  under  the  general  rule  ; (6)  if  this  district  is  unknown 
or  the  deceased  had  no  fixed  abode,  to  the  district  where  the  accident  occurred,  if  known  ; (c)  failing  this,  to  the  district  where  death 
occurred,  if  known  ; and  (d)  failing  this,  to  the  district  where  the  body  was  found.

page  XXV.  of  the  Manual  of  the  International  List  of  Causes  of  Death,  which  should  be 
consnlted  and  followed  in  all  cases  of  doubt.
